If the 1996/7 Ericsson Cup 
Grand Final goes down in 
history as the day that 
transformed Soccer in 
Queensland, then the efforts 
of Frank Farina coach, player 
and Socceroo will become 
folklore.

The history of Soccer in 
Australia is like a flickering 
flame that never completely 
dies out but rarely burns 
brightly. On the 25/5/97 it was 
one:of those all too rare 
occasions when Oz Soccer's 
star shone brightly if not 
brilliantly_ Let’s all hope it’s a 
good omen for the future — 
only time will tell.

Weird & Wonderful 
1920-21 


By Stuart Jones 


O; May 18, 1920 representatives 

from the Southern and Football 
League met to discuss plans for a 
Third Division in the latter’s 
competition. Eleven days later it was 
established, thus striking a crucial 
blow to the Southern League. 

Lincoln City failed to gain re-election 
whilst Cardiff City and Leeds United 
entered the Second division. Poor Grimsby 
Town had to join all the Southern League 
sides in the new Third Division, 

The First Division title went to Burnley 
(who had finished runners-up the previous 
season). The Turf Moor boys were five 
points clear of Man City, and a further two 
ahead of third placed Bolton — Derby and 
Bradford had very poor seasons and were 
relegated — Tottenham proved a point by 
finishing sixth. 

While Division One was fairly clear, the 
opposite was the case in Division Two. 
Cardiff City, having been put straight into 
the Second Division, were equal on points 
with Birmingham City on the last day. 
Both teams had away games. Cardiff did 
all they needed to do by defeating Wolves 
by 3-1. However, Birmingham also won 
(2-0 over rivals Port Vale) to take out the 
title on goal difference, and so both were 
Promoted. 

Coventry and Stockport finished in the 
relegation zone, yet due to further 
expansion, only Coventry went down. 

Division Three had Crystal Palace, so 
strong in the Southern Division, win by 
Jive points over Southampton. 

Poor old Gillingham, they propped up 
the entire league, finishing bottom of the 
Football League. 

One club that played in the third 
division was Wales’ Merthyr Town. Apart 

. from Cardiff, they were the only Welsh 
club to have entered that season. Set-up in 
1909, the club were well supported, but 
unemployment in the coal mines had 
eroded their backing. By 1930 they were 
out of the Football League and four years 
later, sadly, they folded. 

Nine years hence the beautifully named 
Merthyr Tydfil was formed and it 
continues to play today, as a “rebel club’, 
in the pyramidic structure of the English 
Non-League system. 


Further success came Tottenham's way 
when they reached the semi final of the FA 
Cup when they defeated Preston 2-1. Their 
opponents that day would be Wolves, who 
Cardiff City took to a replay before being 
beaten 3-1. 

For Cardiff, good times would come 
later in the decade, 

The Cup Final was held at Stamford 
Bridge for the penultimate time, in front of 
a crowd of 72,000, including the King 
himself (no not Elvis!). Game reports 
suggest Wolves put up a stubborn fight but 
ten minutes into the second-half, Bliss’ 
pass put Dimmock through who regained 
his poise and shot low and hard into the 
back of the net, There were further 
chances for Spurs but none were 
converted. After a twenty year lapse, the 
Cup had returned to White Hart Lane. 

The Southern League reformed their 
competition into an English and Welsh 
section. Nine clubs in the English section 
were reserve teams. Furthermore, there 
was a new professional team, Charlton 
Athletic. Portsmouth reserves had led most 
of the way but Brighton Reserves but them 
3-1. By the time ‘Pompey’ had completed 
their fixtures, the Hove Reserve side only 
needed four points from their remaining 
three games. They easily achieved this and 
were duly crowned English Champions. 

In the Welsh division, Barry were clear 
winners. The play-off for the overall 
championship was held at ‘The Den’, and 
after playing 80 minutes of extra-time, the 
game ended 1-1. The replay at Ninian 
Park in Wales was won by Brighton 
reserves 2-1. 

In ‘Bonny Scotland’, 22 clubs played in 
the one Division with Rangers dominating, 
finishing a massive ten points clear of 
Celtic. The ‘Gers’ lost only one game all 
season, at home to Celtic 0-2. 

At the other end of the table, St Mirren 
struggled (winning only seven). 

Regarding the Scottish FA Cup, 
Rangers qualified for the final by defeating 
Albion Rovers 4-1 in the semis. Hearts and 
Partick played out two 0-0 draws before 
Partick scored two unanswered goals in 
the third game to also qualify. 

The Final was played at Celtic Park and 
in a huge upset, Partick scored the only 
goal of the game to take home the trophy 
and inflict on Rangers only their second 
defeat of the season.

Much folklore surrounds ‘The 
Cup’ as the competition is 
called in England. 

It is the opportunity for the 
small club (quaintly called 
‘minnows’) to knock off the 
‘Big Fish’. This was seen in 
1996/7 when Chesterfield 
reached the Semis, only one 
step from the coveted Final. In 
1973, little Sunderland went 
one better and reached the 
final, actually going on to beat 
the mighty Leeds Utd 1-0 in 
one of the biggest upsets in 
the Cup’s history. 

The expression ‘Up for 
t’Cup” is a favourite of folks 
from the Midlands and North 
of England. It is used when 
they are travelling to London 
for the FA Cup Final. 

Preliminary rounds get 
going as early as September. 
So called non-league clubs 
play the early games and the 
few that survive play in the 
First round proper (rather like 


the qualifiying rounds at 
Wimbledon). These winners 
hope for home games against 
the better 2nd and 3rd 
Division teams who therefore 
draw larger crowds than the 
usual, adding vital revenue to 
their precarious finances. 

Now, if a non leaguer such 
as Hendesford should survive 
until the third round, then they 
would hope to meet a Premier 
‘League or First Division team 
as this is the point where these 
high profile clubs enter the 
competition. 

The draw for the third 
round and higher is a very 
public affair. It is carried live 
on television and radio with 
significant media interest in 
this football mad nation. 

Each team going into the 
draw is allocated a number in 
alphabetical sequence, The 
numbers are put in a barrel, 
shaken up and the draw
